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OL-BOOKS. 





THERE is perhaps no department of book- 
making in this country which presents so 
many noticeable features as the writing and 
publishing of school-books. If we had at 
command the figures that showed the num- 
ber of the trade engaged in this branch of 
business, the amount of capital invested, and 
the quantity of books made and sold, we have 
no doubt that the feeling with which we 
would view the results would be one of ab- 
solute astonishment. ‘Thousands; hundreds 
of thousands, and even millions of copies of 
a single work have been known to have been 
sold. We are to consider, also, the variety 
of subjects to which these works are devoted. 
The range of elementary education has of 
late years been greatly widened. We have 
got far beyond the elements of geography, 
grammar, arithmetic, and natural philo- 
sophy in our academies, and even in our 
common schools. Logic, moral philosophy, 
physiology, anatomy, political economy, 
constitutional history, mental science, and 
other branches are now included within 
the course of elementary school-study. The 
various natural sciences have also been placed 
side by side with the Latin and Greek, and 
are pursued in parallelism with them, or in 
substitution for them. This, of course, re- 
quires an additional body of text-books. We 
may also mention that new modes of teach- 
ing, as well as new subjects to be taught, 
have arisen, which require a special set of 
text-books. It has been, for instance, only 
within a recent period that what is called 
“object teaching’? has been introduced, 
and we were quite surprised, a few days 
since, in looking over the catalogue of a 
single publishing house, to see how large a 
number of works it contained devoted ex- 
clusively to ‘‘ object’? and ‘‘ kindergarten”’ 
instruction. ‘There is perhaps nothing in all 
this to excite our special wonderment when 
we consider the extent of our educational 





system in this country. A public school | 


system exists in almost all of our States, and 
the number of children attending schools, 
both public and private, is beyond accurate 
calculation. Besides, our higher academies 
and our colleges are growing in number 
and extent every year, and special schools 
for technical, industrial, and professional 
training have recently been greatly multi- 
plied. Thus we see how extensive isthe mar- 
ket and how great is the demand for all sorts 
of educational works. The natural and un- 
avoidable result of the existence of sucha mar- 
ket is that there will be a supply commensu- 
rate with, if not exceeding, the demand. Thus 
competition is created. Each large publish- 
ing house, not content with a single class of 
books, aims to cover the whole educational 
field, and accordingly produces a series of 
text-books intended to meet the wants of a 
school in all directions, and appropriate to 
each and every branch of study. But, after 
all, in this, as in every other department of 
commercial or mental activity, success in 
competition must ultimately depend upon 
the merit of the article offered to the public. 
In this way it has happened that not only 
business enterprise, but intellectual, artistic, 
and mechanical skill, have been applied to 
such an extent in the production of our edu- 
cational works, that not only in their num- 
ber and diversity, they exceed everything 
that, in this respect, can be found in England 
and on the Continent, but also in their in- 
trinsic merit, their adornments, and their 
general attractiveness. Any one familiar with 
the school-books of London, Paris, or Ber- 
lin, will appreciate what we say. We have 
some little acquaintance with this branch of 
book-making abroad, and understand pre- 
cisely the full import of the opinion we have 
expressed. At the next transatlantic world’s 
fair, we would be perfectly willing to exhibit 
a complete collection of our current Ameri- 
can school-books, and defy successful com- 
petition. We have simply been stating facts. 
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Whether this variety of subjects of study, and | 
this multitudinous increase of books, will | 


ultimately exercise a wholesome influence 
upon the education of our youth, is another 
question of important bearings, of a very 
different and of a much more serious char- 
acter, the consideration of which belongs 
rather to the sociologist than to the editor of 
a trade journal. We think, however, that 
we discern reactionary tendencies in at least 
two directions. One tendency is to reduce 
the size of our school-books, at least those 
of an elementary character, and furnish a 
text which shall embrace the essential fea- 
tures of the subject-matter, and be capable 
of being thoroughly memorized and studied 
and restudied, instead of a diffuse volume of 
several hundreds of pages, it may be, better 
adapted for a post-graduate than a school- 
boy. ‘The other of these tendencies is di- 
rected against the constant and provoking 
change in the text-books of schools. We have 
departed too far from English fixedness. 
There is no occasion that we should use to- 
day the same book that was used a century 
ago, but there is also no reason why we 
should change our books with the changing 
seasons, or with each change of ‘‘ the mas- 
ter.’’ This is prejudicial to the pockets of the 
parents, or of the county treasury, it retards 
the advancement of the pupils, it cripples | 
the efficiency of the teacher, and it degrades 
fair business competition into an unseemly, | 
disgraceful, and sometimes, as we fear, a 
corrupt scramble. So great, indeed, has this | 
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evil become, that in some of the States it has 
called forth legislative correction. Thus, an 
act of assembly was passed in the State of 
Pennsylvania in May last, as follows: ‘‘ That 
hereafter the board of directors of any dis- 
trict, the controllers in cities and boroughs, or 
any school superintendent, shall not order or 
direct, or make any change in the school- 
books, or series of text-books, used in any 
school under his or their superintendence, 
direction, or control, more than once in every 
period of three years ; and any laws or parts of 
laws inconsistent herewith, be and the same 
are hereby repealed; any school director, 
controller, or superintendent, who shall vio- 
late the provisions of this act, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon convic- 
tion thereof, shall be sentenced by the court 
to pay a fine not exceeding two hundred dol- 
lars, and that he be deprived of his office.” 
As members, and as an organ of the trade, 
we take pride in the excellence of the com- 
position and of the manufacture of our Ameri- 
They are a credit to the 
authorship as well as the art and taste of our 
country. We trust, however, that the sub- 
stantial training of our youth will not thus be 
frittered away, or diminished in tone, but 
that pupil, teacher, and parent may now, and 
forever henceforth, be impressed with the 
lofty idea that a complete education is that 
which persuades and enables our youth to 
perform generously, truthfully, and wisely 
all the duties of life, and of citizenship, both 
public and private, in peace and in war.

Praised by the same high authority, and is in gen- 
tral use throughout New England ; Prof. John D. 
Philbrek’s “American and Primary Speakers,” 
Which have no rivals in the schools of Boston ; Dr. 
Taylor’s “ Method of Classical Study,” &c. &c. 
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Lee & Saeparp, Boston, have not given much 
attention to educational books, but the success of 
their recent venture, Underwood’s “ Handbook of 
English Literature,” would seem to justify them in 
persevering in that line of publication. This book 
was prepared at the request of the Boston School 
Committee, and unanimously adopted by them. The 
selections from English authors, from Chaucer 
down, have been made judiciously, and the brief 
biographical sketches of each writer add much to 
the value and attractiveness of the book. It has 
received the heartiest commendation from the 
highest educational authorities in Boston, and is 
being rapidly introduced in schools throughout the 
country. Another school-book published by the 
firm is Prof. L. B. Monroe’s “Humorous Readings,”’ 
the first of a series of three volumes, intended for 
the use of reading clubs and public and social enter- 
tainment. The first volume possesses the rare merit 
of being exceedingly humorous and entertaining 
without being coarse or vulgar. 


Ginn Broruers, Boston, have recently published 
“Greek Lessons,” prepared by R. F. Leighton, 
Principal of the High School, Melrose, Mass. These 
lessons are intended to accompany Prof. Goodwin’s 
Greek Grammars. They comprise a progressive 
series of exercises in Greek and English, illus- 
trating grammatical forms, inflections, and the 
rules of syntax. As an elementary text-book these 
lessons are commended by their simplicity and 
progressive arrangement; and that feature of their 
plan which compels the learner to convert sen- 
tences from Greek to English, and from English to 
Greek, insures a thorough elementary knowledge of 
the language which no other method can guaranty. 
Messrs. Ginn Brothers will publish, this month, 
the second volume of “Hudson’s School Shakes- 
peare,” containing seven plays. In September they 
will issue, in two handsome volumes, “Shakes- 
peare: His Life, Art, and Characters; with a His- 
torical Sketch of the Origin and Growth of the 
Drama in England,” by H. N. Hudson. In January 
next they will bring out “Our World No. II.; or,. 
Grammar School Geography,” by Mary L. Hall. 
The catalogue of this house embraces many of the 
very best text-books extant, their classical list 
being specially strong in the possession of Prof.. 
Goodwin’s “ Greek Grammar and Readers,” “Allen’s 
Latin Series,’’ ‘‘Thatcher’s-Madvig’s Latin Gram- 
mar,” &c, &c. 

Messrs. Lee & WALKER will always be remem- 
bered as among the most prominent and efficient 
publishers of music in Philadelphia. 

The history of this music publishing honse dates 
back seventy-six years, having been established by 
Mr. George Willig in 1794. In 1849 the latter sold 
out to Messrs. Julius Lee and William Walker 
(formerly his clerks), young men who had, in 1844, 
established themselves in this branch of business 
in a moderate way, on Walnut street, below Fifth. 
The accession of Mr. Willig’s business, however, 
rendered more capacious quarters neoessary, and 
they accordingly removed to Seventh.and Chestnut 
streets, into one of the stores under the then cele- 
brated Barnum’s Museum. On December 31, 1851, 
the museum was burned, with the: entire contents 
of Lee & Walker’s store, and by a singular coinci- 
dence the death of Mr. Willig, in- his-eighty-eighth 
year, took place at the same hour when his accu- 
mulations of a lifetime were veing devoured by 
the flames. On the very day succeeding the fire 
Messrs. Lee & Walker leased the-building No. 722 
Chestnut street, where they remained until their 
removal last year to 922 Chestnut street, which 
was made in order to secure-additional facilities to 
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meet the wants of their business. They now pos- 
sess the most complete establishment of the kind 
in America. Their store has a front of 25 feet and 
a depth of 235 feet, and four well-lighted stories. 
The entire edifice is occupied by the various de- 
partments of the business. On the walls are hung 


authentic portraits of the musical celebrities of | 


various ages and countries, selected by Mr. Lee, 
personally, in Paris, more than twenty years ago. 
Among these latter the portraits of Thalberg, Beetho- 
ven, Mendelssohn, and Jenny Lind are particu- 
larly striking. 

We may here state that in 1857 Mr. Walker died, 
and that since then the entire business has come 
into the hands of the surviving partner, Mr. Julius 


Lee, by purchase from the heirs, and has ever since | 


continued under bis sole management and proprie- 
torship. 

Mr. J. W. Bovtoy, New York, will shortly pub- 
lish what collectors will regard as a rare prize. It 
is a reprint of “A Collection of Old Ballads, Cor- 
rected from the best and Most Ancient Copies, with 
Introduction, Historical, Critical, or Humorous.’’ 
It will be issued in three 8vo. volumes, printed on 
ribbed paper, after the antique style, and will con- 
tain forty-five very curious copperplates—fac-simi- 
les of the original engravings. The book is being 
got up in England; Mr. Bouton being the agent for 
this country. Only a limited number will be 
printed—a few copies on large paper—and it will 
be issued to subscribers only. The original edition 
of 1723-5, of which this will be a reprint, is greatly 
valued by antiquarians and collectors, and the few 
copies which occasionally reach the auction rooms 
in London, realize from £10 10 to £12 12. If any 
portion of our literature be more generally in- 
teresting than another, it is Ancient Ballad Lore. 
How many events, historical and domestic, do we 
owe the knowledge of to this source! Battles have 
been fought, and heroes immortalized in its ex- 
pressive and inspiring strains; and the sports, 
pastimes, manners, customs, and traditions of our 
forefathers have received from it some of their 
most important and curious illustrations. Scholars, 
critics, and antiquarians bave rendered good ser- 
vice to literature by snatching from oblivion those 
precious relics of legendary poetry which would 
have been lost to posterity but for their well-di- 
rected labors of love. They have made us familiar 
with the thoughts, sympathies, and language of 
our ancestors. We follow them to the tournament, 
the border foray, the public hostelrie, and the do- 
mestic hearth. We glow with their martial spirit 
and revel in their rude festivities. 

A worK on painting by Kaufman, of Washington, 
is in the press of L. Prang & Co., Boston. This 
artist has shown himself by his recent painting of 
Indians on the Pacific Railroad, and other works, 
to be one of the most intelligent, and in all respects 
able, artists in America. A work on painting from 
his pen must possess great practical value. One of 
his paintings, by the way, has recently been 
chromo-lithographed by Prang & Co.—Admiral 
Farragut in Mobile Bay. The gallant old sailor is 
seen lashed to the shrouds of the “ Hartford,” glass 
in hand, just in the act of uttering the famous 
command: “ D—n the torpedo! Go ahead!’’ The 
likeness is an admirable one—that many a patriotic 
household will be glad to possess, as a memorial 
of one whose deeds reflect undying lustre upon the 
United States Navy—and the execution of the pic- 
ture in all respects is spirited and effective. 


Messrs. Bourquin & Wetca, No. 431 Walnut St., 


Philadelphia, have published, in a neat pamphlet 
(pp. 100), a full report of the proceedings in the 








“St. Clement’s Church Case,” which was recently 
before the Court of Common Pleas of this county, 
and was decided in an able opinion by the Hon, 
fe R. Ludlow, one of the judges of the court. It 
involved the important question of the right of the 
vestry, in the Protestant Episcopal Church, to dis- 
miss a rector without a trial. The pamphlet con- 
tains all the proceedings in the case, the pleadings, 
affidavits, argument of counsel on both sides, and 
decision of the court, together with statements of 
similar cases in New Jersey, Michigan, Massachu- 
setts, and Maryland. 


Tue Lonpon Art Journat for July, which we have 
just received from its American publishers, Messrs, 
Virtue & Yorston, New York, contains its usual 
quota of fine steel engravings and articles on art 
matters, abundantly illustrated by wood-cuts. The 
steel engravings are “Kept In,” from a painting by 
E. Nicol, A.R.A., whose great forte is the delinea- 
tion of Irish domestic life, chiefly among the lower 
orders. “The White Cockade,” from a painting by 
R. A. Hillingford, describing an incident in a Jaco- 
bite family, on the entrance of the young Pretender, 
Prince Charles Edward, into Edinburgh, “in the 
*45;” and an engraving of a group from the 
Albert Memorial in London—typical of Europe. 
The centre is occupied by a figure of Europa, seated 
on the bull; not the present dame, of scholastic 
notoriety, but evidently a young ancestress ; and 
seated round her are four other female figures, re- 
presenting Britannia, France, Italy, and Germany. 
A further instalment is also given of the Illustrated 
Catalogue of the International Exhibition, now being 
held in London. It is full of engravings of artistic 
designs and ornaments, from the various objects on 
exhibition, and is of great interest to all engaged 
in manufactures in which ornamental designs are 
employed. ; 


Rev. Ggzorce Raw.tnson’s celebrated work, “The 
Five Great Monarchies of the Ancient Eastern 
World,” has just reached a new edition in London, 
of which Messrs. Scribner, Welford & Co., New 
York, have imported copies. It is in 3 vols., 8v0., 
and was first published seven years ago. Its 
merits were so universally acknowledged that in 
the interval since its first appearance it had be- 
come among the scarcest and most difficult to meet 
with of modern books. There is no doubt, there- 
fore, that the present improved and corrected im: 
pression will find general favor from scholars and 
literary men. It is well known that the recovery 
of whole chapters of the history of mankind in the 
earliest ages—from whence the work derives its 
special importance—is owing to the fact that the 
author has been the first to avail himself of the 
materials derived from the wonderful discoveries 
in Asiatic archeology, following on the explorations 
of Mr. Layard and his associates. The results of 
these discoveries had been given to the world in & 
fragmentary manner in transactions of learned 
societies, etc.; but to Mr. Rawlinson, aided by his 
gifted brother, Sir Henry C. Rawlinson, is due the 
credit of arranging them in one consistent narra 
tive, illustrated and strengthened by all the aids 
that the great recent progress in Oriental studies 
can afford. Mr. Rawlinson makes the distinct 
avowal, “that time has only deepened his convie- 
tion of the reality of cuneiform decipherment, 
the authenticity of the history obtained by its 
means.”’ It is worthy of a passing remark that 
this re-creation of the annals of the buried past 
is almost entirely the achievement of English 
scholars; for though to the German Grotefend is 
due the first pregnant hint of decipherment, 
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many points lent valuable co-operation, the heavy 
work of the collection, collation, comparison, and 
interpretation of the arrow-headed inscriptions in 
the various forms of Assyrian, Babylonian, and 
Persepolitan characters, languages, and dialects 
have been performed by Sir H. C. Rawlinson, Dr. 
Hicks, Edwin Norris, George Smith, Austin Layard, 
and other men of that stamp who need not be 
particularized. 


Tae July number of the “American Law Re- 
view,” published by Little, Brown & Co., Boston, 
completes the fifth volume of that valuable perio- 
dical. It is very complete in all of its departments. 
Each number contains original papers on subjects 
of interest to the legal profession ; thus in the pre- 
sent number, is an historical sketch of admiralty 
jurisdiction in the Supreme Court of the United 
States, an article on the reporters and best writers, 
and a sketch of the organization of the courts of 
Scotland. The reader is then furnished with a 
digest of English and American cases, with copious 
and generally fair and discriminating notices of 
legal publications, a list of the law books pub- 
lished in England and in America, and a summary 
of political and legal events both of a National and 
of a State character. Each volume of the Review 
contains about eight hundred pages. Its aim is to 
keep its readers fully abreast of the present actual 
state of the laws, and this it seems to do as cheaply 
and as satisfactorily as could be reasonably de- 
sired. 

Goyort’s Grocrapaies.—The leading educational 
men of this country have watched with deep inter- 
est the results of the introduction of Guyot’s New 
Method of Geographical Teaching.

Messrs. Charles Scrib- 
ner & Co., New York, are the publishers.

Tae History AND LITERATURE OF THE ART PERIOD 
—A.D. 1603 to 1688—is the title of a volume in- 
tended for schools and self-teachers, the idea of 
which is admirable. It includes Shakespeare and 
Dryden. 


A PoPpULAR BIoGRAPHY, by Dr. R. Shelton Mac- 
kenzie, entitled “Sir Walter Scott ; the Story of his 
Life,” will be published by James R. Osgood & Co., 
of Boston, a few days before the centenary of the 
author of Waverley—that is, about the 12th of this 
month. This is an entirely new work, on which 
the author, who had the advantage of making 
Scott’s personal acquaintance under very favorable 
and somewhat remarkable circumstances, has be- 
stowed a great deal of labor and time. In fact, his 
materials have been collecting ever since Sir Wal- 
ter’s death, and he will present some letters, hith- 
erto unpublished, of great personal and literary 
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interest. A single volume, “ Life of Scott,” will bea 
key, as it were, to his varied writings. 


Mr. Hauuiwett has discovered that, by order of 
James the First, Shakespeare and his “ fellows’’ 
attended on the Spanish ambassador at Somerset 
House for upwards of a fortnight, in August, 1604. 


Mr. Bayte Bernanp, the dramatist, is writing 
the life of Samuel Lover, author of “ Rory O’Moore,” 
“The Angel’s Whisper,’ and the Irish novel of 
“Handy Andy.”’ 


Mortimer Cotiiys, the novelist, announces ‘‘ The 
Inn of Strange Meetings,’’ and other poems. 


Messrs. Stranan, of London, announce the re- 
publication there, in two octavo volumes, of Bayard 
Taylor's translation of “ Faust.” 


Crorton Croxer’s ‘‘ Fairy Legend of the South 
of Lreland,”’ long out of print, has been republished, 
with illustrations, by Mr. W. Tegg, of London, 


H. K. Browne (“ Phiz,’’ who illustrated Dickens 
and Lever) has brought out a volume of twenty- 
eight large tinted plates, drawn by himself, and 
reproduced in fac-simile by the graphotype process 
of engraving. His book is entitled “ Sketches of 
the Seaside and the Country.’’ 


Mr. Rorert Brownixe’s new volume of poetry, 
“ Balaustion’s Adventure; including a Transcrip- 
tion from Euripides,’’ will be based upon 4 transla- 
tion of the Alcestis of Euripides. “ His comments,” 
it is stated, “his reading between the lines, are 
placed in the mouth of a girl who figures from the 
commencement of the piece, while the transcript 
from the Greek is introduced toward the middle as 
a play. Hitherto Mr. Browning’s great successes 
have not been identified with classical modes of 
thought, and it would seem as if the treatment of the 
choruses must present peculiar difficulties to one 
whose lyric verse often appears to bear the trace 
of unfulfilled effort.’’ Mr. Browning, who distin- 
guished himself in the University of London, has 
the reputation of knowing Greek very weil. 


Tue poetical writings of Mr. Nicholas Mitchell 
are to appear in a collective edition of seven 
volumes. It is very probable that among the mil- 
lions of readers in the United States, not one hun- 
dred ever even heard of this English versifier. He 
has chiefly written for annuals and magazines. 


A TRANSLATION of a Japanese novel appears in 
“The Phoenix’’—a magazine published in London. 


Ir was scarcely to be expected, but a third 
edition of Bishop Williams’s “ Dictionary of the 
New Zealand Languge” has been published in Lon- 
don. 

Ir is declared by a German, well read in the light 
literature of his country, that Mr. Wilkie Collins’s 
romance, “The Moonstone,” is founded on the 
“‘Gétzen-Auge” (“Idol’s Eyes”) of Herr Blum- 
hagen. 

A NovEL, entitled “The Member for Paris,” illus- 
trating the leading characteristics, official and so- 
cial, of the men and morals of the Second Empire, 
is promised by a leading London publisher. Some 
time must pass ere this can be done properly. Some 
future novelist may do for the reigns of the two 
Napoleons, what Dumas did for those of Louis XIII. 
and his successors, in the three “ Mousquetaire’’ 
series. 


THE new edition of “ Lockhart’s Life of Robert 
Burns” (Tegg, London) has notes of the death of 





Burns’s widow, and a biographical sketch of Lock- 
hart. 












Tue Early English Text Society's books for 1871 | 
will include a curious collection of Legends of the 
Holy Rood, or Anglo-Saxon and early English 
poems on the Cross, with copies from two early | 
MSS., of illuminations of the instruments of Christ’s | 
torture. 


Tue “ Allgemeine Zeitung” having lately stated | 
that Thomas Carlyle was collecting materials for 
his autobiography, a London paper has been au- | 
thorized to deny the statement. Mr. Carlyle’s life 
has so entirely been that of a retired book-man, 
that he can have very little to tell about himself; 
but his recollections of persons whom he knew or 
met would be worth reading. 

Epwarp Wuymper’s “Scrambles Amongst the | 
Alps,’’ in the years 1860-’69, by Edward Whymper, 
published by Murray of London, is stated by the | 


“ Athenwgum” to be one of the finest books pro- | 
duced in England for a long time. The author is | 
himself an artist, and is said to have devoted a large 
part of his time, during the last six years, to the 
wood-engravings which liberally illustrate it. 


Books relating to single families are increasing 
in England, and several have been published in 
this country. We noticed a large volume on the 
rather numerous Smith family, which lately ap- 
peared in London. A new edition of the “ Account 
of the Surname of Baird’’ has just been issued in | 
Scotland, and contains additional letters and papers. 


ANOTHER name has to be added to the list of 
royal and noble authors. This is the Marquis of 
Lothian, lately deceased, of whom the “ London 
Times” says, ‘‘ His work on ‘Italian History and 
Art in the Middie Ages,’ written almost without 
any books of reference in the year 1863, when his 
disease was fast creeping over every limb, bears 
witness to the great stores of his memory and to 
his power of philosophical analysis. Such as he 
was, it is a swa)l thing to say of him that he carried 
off the highest honors of the University. He died 
in his thirty-ninth year.” 


Waite Paris was in the hands of the Communists 
much injury was sustained by several men of let- 
ters from the burning of their houses. The third 
volume of M. Bertrand’s great ‘“ Treatise on the 
Differential and Integral Calculus,” which was 
ready for the press, was thus destroyed, and it will 
take years to re-write it. 


Sir J. Bernarp Burke, principal official Herald of 
Ireland (as Ulster King of Arms), and keeper of 
the State papers at Dublin Castle, has lately made 
a chronological arrangement of over six thousand 
letters of Kings, Queens, and other public charac- 
ters, which he found in the Record Tower, literally 
in a confused heap. This series, which is valuable, 
as well as interesting, extends from 1649 to 1852, 
that is, during the Commonwealth and through the 
reigns of Charles II., James II., William and Mary, 
Anne, the four Georges, William IV., and Victoria. 
These letters, occupying seventy large volumes, 
relate to a variety of subjects—very many of the 
letters not being official. Here, in a letter to Mr. 
Dawson, first secretary, is an account of the death 
of Prince George of Denmark, the husband of Queen 
Anne: “He dyed in his chair; his face as black 
as a sloch two hours before he expired; the Queen 
upon her knees kissing his hand till she was put 
away, a quarter of an hour before his death, by Lady 
Marlborough and Admiral Churchill, into another 
room, that she might nott see him breath his last, 
and when he was actually dead they carried her 
down the back stairs, and putt her into Lady Marl- 
borough’s coach, the Duchess and Lady Hyde with 
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her, and brought her My to St. James’s: H.M. has 
been mighty averse to the opening his body, butt 
the physicians assuring her that he could not keep 
without it she has att last consented to it.” 
Mention is sometimes made by English writers, 
of “The Auchinleck MS.” This is the manuscript 
of “The Romance of the Bevis of Hamptown” 
(Southhampton) the hero of which was a Knight, 
living eight hundred years ago, in the time of 
William the Conqueror, who, after the fashion of 
his class, performed many noted feats of chivalry. 
The manuscript was preserved by Lord Auchinleck, 
a Scottish judge, father of James Boswell, to whom

Tue “‘ London Bookseller,” for July, devotes over 
a page to a description of a new machine, a type- 
composer, invented by Mr. Alexander Mackee, 
which has been for some time in successful opera- 
tion at the office of the “ Warrington Guardian” 
(Lancashire), of which Mr. M. is proprietor, and 
latterly in the London office where the letter-press 
of “The Graphic” is set up. It works on the prin- 
ciple of the Jacquard-loom, composes types of any 
size, at the rate of 12,000 an hour, and “all ex- 


_penses of distribution and making-up included, the 
‘cost of composing by this machine is estimated at 


about 33d. per thousand ; and it is stated by the pa- 
tentee that perforators and composers of double 
speed may be easily produced. The action and 
capabilities of the perforator being once under- 
stood, the operator, male or female, may prepare 
the slips at home in the same way as needlework 
is now done by the sewing machine; or an author 
might actually perforate his own MSS., and thus 
insure correctuess.” 

Recgnt ty, in London, the writer of an unsolicited 
article sent itto the editor of “ The Echo,’’ an evening 
paper. As it was not published, the writer brought 
an action to recover its value, the manuscript not 
having been returned. The editor testified that he 
had received, read, rejected, and torn up the mannu- 
script, according to the usual practice, in newspa- 
per offices, and the judge decided that articles so 
sent were at the disposal of the editor, who had the 
liberty of accepting or refusing; and that, if he 
gave notice to that effect, he had the right to de- 
stroy those which he did not accept. Of course, 
when editor or proprietor ordered an article to be 
written by a person not regularly on his staff, and 
such article did not suit, the manuscript should be 
held over for its writer. 


Tue May number of “ Blackwood’s Magazine,” 
containing “‘ The Battle of Dorking,’’ now generally 
attributed to Colonel Hamley, is in its seventh edi- 
tion. Ina publication called “ The Taxpaper,” has 
appeared a sequel, or rather a reply, to the now fa- 
mous history of the campaign. It is entitled, 
“ After the Battle of Dorking ; or, What Became of 
the Invaders.” This has been reprinted as a six- 
penny pamphlet. “The Times’ had an account of 
the defeat of the second Armada—not very well 
done—and not original, and the “ Weekly De- 
spatch,” which has subsided into a moderately 
liberal penny journal, still having a very large cir- 
culation among the industrial classes in London, 
gave three or four weekly chapters of “ The Com- 
mune in London; or, Thirty Years Hence,” obvi- 
ously founded, even to the destruction of public 
buildings, statues, &c., upon what lately occurred 
in Paris. 
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Ir is said that a competent person is now writing 
the history of “The Times,” so long “the leading 
journal of Europe,” from its establishment in 1788 
to the passing of the Reform Bill, in 1832. During 
all that time, and up to the present date, “The 
Times’’ has been in the hands of one family. It 
js not the oldest daily paper in London, for the 
“Public Ledger,’’ now merely a vehicle for adver- 
tising commercial sales by auction, first appeared 
in 1759, and the “ Morning Post, and ‘ Morning 
Herald,” in 1781. The oldest daily newspaper in 
Dublin is ‘‘ Saunder’s Newsletter,” established in 
1745. In Edinburgh, the oldest paper is the 
“Courant,’’ which came out in 1705, and was ed- 
ited from 1706 to 1710 by Daniel DeFoe, author of 
“Robinson Crusoe.” In the United States, the 
oldest papers were the “ Boston News-Letter,” 1704; 
“American Weekly Mercurie” (Philadelphia), 1719; 
“New York Gazette,”1725. The “ New York Sun” 
(the first penny paper) was started in 1833; the 
“Herald,” in 1835; the “ Tribune,” in 1841; and 


the “Times,” in 1850. Mr. James Grant, author of |

mons,’’ and other works, which attained great | 


popularity, on both sides of the Atlantic, thirty 
years ago, is said to be writing a history of the 
newspaper press of London. As reporter and edi- 
tor, he has been long connected with the London 
press, and, since the death of Dr. Sheridan, until 
last year, was ‘principal editor of the ‘ Morning 
Advertiser.”” The only books yet published on the

OBITUARY. 


Mr. Georce H. Mites, the Maryland poet and 
playwright, died on Monday morning, July 24th, 
at “ Thornton,’’ his country residence, about four 
miles south of Emmittsburg, Frederick Cornty, Md., 
of Bright’s disease of the kidneys. He was ill 
for several months past, and was confined to his 
bed for some time before his death. Mr. Miles 
was 47 or 48 years of age. He was born in Balti- 

| more ; his father, Wm. Miles, at one time occupied 
| the post of United States consul to one of the South 
American States. Mr. Miles graduated at Mt. St. 
Mary’s College, Emmittsburg, Md., in 1843, with the 
highest honors. Subsequently he studied law under 
J. H. B. Latrobe, Esq., and for several years prac- 
tised at the Baltimore bar. Giving up the practice 
of the law, Mr. Miles turned to the more congenial 
pursuit of literature, in which he was afterwards 
distinguished. He became a professor of rhetoric 
and belles-lettres, at Mt. St. Mary’s College, and 
continued there until about four years ago, since 
which time his life has been devoted to literature, 
until his health began to fail. Mr. Miles is best 
known to the public, for his prize play of “ Mo- 
| hammed,” which he wrote for Edwin Forrest, who 
paid the writer $1000 for this work. Mr. Miles 
wrote a great deal for the stage. “ Signor Valiente” 
| was one of his best known plays. It was first pro- 
duced about twelve years ago, in Baltimore. “ Ma- 
| ry’s Birthday,’’ the comic opera of “ Abou Hassan,”’ 
and other plays, are also among his works. Among 
his poems, one on “ Raphael’s Transfiguration” is

This is one of the most in- 
teresting periods in all the range of church history, 
and second only, to us of the present generation, 
to that of the 18th and 19th centuries. That Dr. 
Hagenbach has succeeded in making this new edi- 
tion of his church history even more a popular fa- 
vorite than ever, might be expected of him, for he 
is already well known as a man whose pen loses 
none of its raciness and vigor by increasing years. 
The publisher has spared no pains whatever to 
make the mechanical part of the work worthy of 
its author. The paper and print are excellent, | 
and the instalments promptly appear at satisfac- 
torily brief intervals. We should say, before con- 
cluding this notice, that there is no material altera- 
tion in the “Kirchengeschichte,’’ in this new edition. 
The emendations are confined mostly to the most 
recent literature, and are chiefly of a verbal char- 
acter. Where an important work has been written 
in any special period, it has been considered, 
and sometimes at length. For example, Weingar- 
ten’s “ History of the Revolution Church of Eng- 
land” has led the author into quite a new line, and 
he treats in detail what, otherwise, we should most 
likely have had in outline. 

Herr Hurter, of Schaffhausen, Switzerland, has 
completed the issue of one of the most important 
of all the recent productions of the German Roman 
Catholic press, namely, Dr. Werner’s “Geschichte 
der apologetischen und polemischen Literatur der 
christlichen Theologie.’’ The fundamental thought

To Dr. Moritz Busch we are indebted for some of 
the raciest and best handbooks of oriental travel 
that we have in German or any other language. 
His “Egypt’’ has been translated into English, and 
we doubt not that his ‘‘ Griechenland und Tiirkei’’ 
will receive the same mark of public approval. The 
publishing department of the Austrian Lloyd 
Steamship Company issued these at first, in con- 
nection with various other works descriptive of 
countries lying around the Mediterranean ; but the 
Lloyds have ceased to publish, and have turned 
all their stock and interest over to Herr Julius 
Ohswaldt, of Trieste, who has imparted new activity 
and life to the special department of descriptive 
travels. He continues to employ the pen of Dr, 
Busch, and between them they secured one of the 
best landscape artists of Germany, A. Liffler. This 
geutleman has made extensive journeys in the 
East, and brought back with him some of the best 
pictures that have enriched any traveller’s portfolio. 
We have, first, from his pencil “ Bilder aus dem 
Orient,” divided into three parts—I. Egypt, with 
nine illustrations; II. Palestine, with fourteen 
illustrations; III. Syria and Asia Minor, with nine 
illustrations. The text is furnished by Dr. Busch, 
who travelled three successive years for this special 
purpose. The sketches of Liffler have been repro- 
duced in Germany in steel, and the engravings be- 
fore us are remarkably free from blemishes. A 
still more recent print of the combined work of the 
pen of Busch and the pencil of Liffler, is “ Bilder 
aus Griechenland,” which is superior, in some re- 
spects at least, to the “ Bilder aus dem Orient,”’ in- 
asmuch as it is the result of a riper experience. 
These soft and rich pictures are the last that Liffler 
lived to paint. Some of the best are: Cape Mata- 
pan, the Parthenon, Temple of the Olympian Jut 
piter, Thebes, Ephesus, and Delphi. We canno 
imagine a more valuable reproduction of a German 
work ofart for the English-speaking world than the 
translation of Busch’s text and these invaluable 
pictures of Lifer. And such an arrangement we 
hope, ere long, to hear of being made with the owner 
of the plates, Herr Ohswaldt.

The author of this volume says in his preface 
that he was “cast into a madhouse through the 
ignorance of foolish people, ignorant of God and of | 
his ways, from sheer stupidity ;’’ but a perusal of 
his book will, we think, satisfy most readers that | 
he has no just ground of complaint against the | 
action of the so-called “ foolish” people, and that | 
the accusation of “sheer stupidity’’ is more appli- 
cable to the complainant than to the defendant, in | 
this case. | 

After a search through the book, of more than 
ordinary care, we have been unable to obtain the 
first clear idea of the purpose or drift of the author, 
There is scarcely an intelligible sentence from be- | 
ginning to end. We will, therefore, let him state | 
his object in his own words. In the introduction he | 
says: “This book of remembrance is written be- | 
fore God for them that fear him, and think upon | 
his name; that, from the testimony which he has | 
given me of himself, of the truth as he has revealed | 
it in his Son Jesus Christ, they may know and | 
believe they may find the knowledge of God now, 
in this evil day of unbelief, and understand it as 
perfectly as it was known in the ancient times, 
as clearly as in the days of the prophets and apos- 
tles; even in aday in which the sectaries have 
perverted his words and corrupted all his ways, 
and know nothing of Jesus Christ, nor of God, neither 
of his angels; who have not the Son, and, there- 
fore have not life. 

“it shows the way in which the Lord confessed 
me before the Arch-Angel, the great prince of Angels, 
and his touching me with his wings—of God’s 
wounding me inthe left side by the hand of the angel 
of the devil, from whom came a thorn and entered 
the wound—and of being wounded in the heart by 
his own angel. 

“So clear, so open is my knowledge of him, that 
I have become his witness to this sinful, unbeliev- 
ing generation, even as Noah, in his day, was his 
witness to a generation that would not repent, as 
evil and as wicked as this.” 

The authcer’s own estimate of his production can

strating his word, and proving the truth of the 
Scriptures as mine do.” 

That his readers will form the same favorable 
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opinion, cannot be hoped for, and we wonder at the 
policy of the publishers in placing their imprint 
upon such a mass of nonsense.

The Biblical student who wishes to make his 
knowledge thorough and exact, will find in this 
work a great deal adapted to his use. Professor 
Osborn is widely known as the author of the most 
reliable and complete map of Palestine yet pub- 
lished in this country ; and any work bearing his 
name may rightly be regarded as possessing an un- 
usual degree of merit. Here will be found, withina 
moderate compass and easy of reference, a collection 
of charts and tables exhibiting the several eras of 
Bible history, together with valuable and interest- 
ing statistics relating to all the most important 
scriptural topics. Accompanying the tables is a 
series of five remarkably well executed maps, in 
which the agricultural, volcanic, and geological 
features, as well as reservoirs, wells, and springs, 
and the location of tombs, ruins, and convents, are 
all accurately indicated. 


EDUCATIONAL. 


Manual of Geometrical and Infinitesimal Analysis. 
By B. Sebastini, S. J. pp. x., 131. Baltimore: 
John Murphy & Co. 

The author is Professor of Mathematics in Wood- 
stock College, Maryland, and has, prior to the pre- 
sent, issued other text-books in other departments 
of mathematics. The one before us does not claim 
to be a complete development of the subject, but is 
intended to serve as an adequate introduction to 
the study of physical science. The principles of 
analytical geometry are compressed within thirty- 
two pages, and the differential and integral calculus 
occupy respectively forty-six and thirty-eight pages. 
Notwithstanding the compactness of the matter, the 
style is lucid, the explanations are intelligible, and 
the method is so progressive, that a student pro- 
perly qualified by preliminary algebraic and trigo- 
nometrical knowledge, ought to have no difliculty in 
comprehending the subject as far as it is here ex- 
hibited. 


The Normal Elementary Algebra, containing the first 
principles of the Science developed with concise- 
ness and simplicity for Common Schools, Acade- 
mies, Seminaries, and Normal Schools. By Ed- 
ward Brooks, A.M. pp. 287. Philadelphia: 
Sower, Potts & Co. 

Mr. Brooks, as Principal of the Pennsylvania 
State Normal School at Millersville, and author of 
the Normal Series of Arithmetics, Geometry, etc., 
has shown that he is well acquainted both with the 
practical art of teaching, and with the subjects to 
be taught.

Last year Professor Martin prepared and Sheldon | 
& Co. published an American edition of Dr. Shaw’s | 
“Specimens of English Literature,” with Dr. Wm. 
Smith’s additions. The selections were of course | 
from English authors exclusively. The arrangement | 
of his new work is partly chronological, and partly 
according to the different departments of literature. 
The passages quoted are very brief, almost unsatis- 
factorily so, certainly necessarily so, when we con- 
sider that it is sought torepresent about two hundred 
and fifty authors in two hundred and six pages. In 
many instances the subjects of the passages have 
but little relation to the branch of learning, or the 
pursuit, in which the author was eminent; thus 
Timothy Dwight is represented by twenty-three 
lines on reclaiming wildernesses, and Nicholas Bid- 
dle, a financier, is represented by a still fewer num- 
ber of lines, describing in a commonplace way a 
Calmut Eagle. Nevertheless, we have a large col- 
lection of diversified passages covering the whole 
history of our literature in most of its departments, 
and probably the work, within the limits assigned 
toit, could not, perhaps, have been better done.

It does not, how- 
ever, always follow that the most distinguished 
professor is best capable of producing an elemen- 
tary text-book for schools. But in this case we 
think the author has shown a perfect understand- 
ing of the requisites of a school-book, and has pro- 
duced a volume which must be looked upon with 
favor by teachers. Its general plan seems to admi- 
rably qualify it for school use, and it also possesses 
the further advantage of being the latest book on 
the subject, and contains the most recent facts 
which scientific inquiry has brought to light. More 
than six hundred illustrations are contained in the 
volume.

Pink and White Tyranny. A Society Novel. By 
Mrs. Harriet Beecher Stowe. Illustrated. 12mo. 
pp. 331. Boston: Roberts Brothers. 

Mrs. Stowe begins her preface by stating that her 
book is not a novel, inasmuch as it differs from 
what we are accustomed to look -for in the class of 
books known by that name. She then goes on to 
describe what a novel really is: “ Now a novel, in 
our days, is a three-story affair, a complicated, 
complex, multiform composition, requiring no end 
of scenery and dramatis persone, and plot and plan, 
together with trap-doors, pitfalls, wonderful es- 
capes, and thrilling dangers ; and the scenes trans- 
port one all over the earth.” This assertion is as 
near absolute truth as most other of the sweeping 
asseverations contained in the book, which may be 
best iescribed as an acrimonious tirade against 
girls of the period, and shoddy aristocracy. Mrs. 
Stowe appears to entertain a very strong prejudice 
against both, and to be a sincere believer in the 
moral and physical retrogression of the present 
generation. 

While we cannot admit the universal application 
of her charges, the faults she points out are only 
too common, and she has done excellent service in 
holding them up to censure. The strength and 
boldness with which the tale is written, show the 
authoress in her best vein, and while we are con- 
scious of the strong prejudices with which the story 
is imbued, we cannot fail to discern its many me- 
rits, and to acknowledge that it is such a book as 
only Mrs. Stowe could write.

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This is high praise from the first medical authority 
in England, but, high as it is, it is no more than is 
deserved by this admirable work, which is the most 
compact treatise on midwifery with which we are 
acquainted. It covers the ground in a very com- 
plete manner, and the perspicuous brevity of the 
style in which it is written alone enables the 
author to compress within so short a compass such 
a mass of material. It possesses one fault, however, 
jn common with most medical books, for which the 
publishers are alone responsible. Many of its illus- 
trations are wretched. We might almost suppose, 
from looking at them, that the art of wood-engrav- 
ing was in its infancy. With this exception, the 
book is well manufactured. 

The Physician’s Prescription Book. Containing

abbreviated Prescriptions illustrating the use of 
the preceding terms; to which is added a Key, 
containing the Prescriptions in an abbreviated 
form, with a literal translation, for the use of 
Medical and Pharmaceutical Students. By 
Jonathan Pereira, M.D., F.R.S. Fifteenth edition. 
24mo. pp. 276. Philadelphia: Lindsay & Blak- 
iston. 

The above title amply describes the nature of 
this useful handbook, and the fact of it having 
reached a fifteenth edition is significant of the value 
in which it is held by the medical profession. Some 
few necessary changes have been made in the new 
edition. It has undergone careful revision, some 
additional matter added, and the publication of a 
new edition of the British Pharmacopeia has re- 
quired an alteration in the nomenclature of some of 
the drugs; otherwise the work remains substan- 
tially the same. It has an exceedingly neat ap- 
pearance, and is small enough to be carried con- 
veniently in the pocket, for which purpose it is 
— in leather binding, with tucks, as well as in 
cloth. 

Handy-Book of the Treatment of Women’s and 
Children’s Diseases, according to the Vienna Medi- 
eal School, with Prescriptions. By Dr. Emil Dilln- 
berger. Translated from the second German 
edition, by Patrick Nicol, M.B. 12mo. pp. 244. 
Philadelphia: Lindsay & Blakiston. 

Some new points, the results principally of the 
author’s practical observation, in the pathology 
aud therapeusis of obstetrics and infantile dis- 
orders, are contained in this volume, which, how- 
ever, is too brief to be regarded as an addition of 
great value to medical literature; and the practice 
of the Vienna Schools differs too much from our 
own, to enable practitioners to use the volume as 
a handbook. It nevertheless contains much that 
the profession will doubtless be glad to avail them- 
selves of, and some valuable suggestions in a 
branch of medical science which is at all times 
open to improvement. The volume is issued with- 
out illustrations ; a want which will be felt by its 
readers, and which, it is to be hoped, the publishers 
Will, in future editions, supply.

The Commercial Traveller’s Guide-Book. Being a! 


Complete Manual for the Use of Commercial Tra- 

Vellers and Sellers of Goods by Sample, &c. By 

L. P. Brockett, M.D. 12mo. pp.377. New York: 

H. Dayton & Co. 

The full title, if here transcribed, with the au- 
thor’s list of former literary labors, would occupy as 
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much of our space as we can afford for an ordinary 
notice. The preface informs us “ the work is entirely 
unique, and so severe and protracted has been the 
labor involved it its compilation, and so complete the 
results attained, . . . the book will be welcomed by 
the commercial travellers of the country most heart- 
ily, for it contains just the information they have 
long sought for in vain.’’ If the author is suffi- 
ciently strong, physically and mentally, after this 
“severe and protracted labor,” to refer to his Guide- 
Book, page 47, at the beginning of the last para- 
graph thereon, he will find “the temptations of 
this mode of life are considerable—temptations to a 
swaggering, boastful manner, indicated often by 
he slang phrase, ‘ He is a blower.’ ” 

“The Commercial Traveller is an outgrowth of 
modern commerce and manufactures.” Here is a 
sentence imposing and didactic enough, and we are 
prepared to accept the information conveyed by the 
compiler until on the next page we find that “Ge- 
noa, Pisa, Frankfort, Bremen, and London, at a 
period not later than the beginning, or middle, of 
the fourteenth century, the Italian ports, and eighty- 
two towns, composing the Hanseatic league, had 
becun to send out their agents to cities and towns 
of the interior, and of other countries, with sam- 
ples of their goods, and invitations to purchase.” 

We could have forgiven the author his blunder- 
ing introduction had he supplied any information 
which is new, but in the 259 pages of compilation we 
do not find anything that cannot be found in a 
commercial ageucy directory, a gazetteer, and a 
railway guide, all of which are at the command, 
for reference, of the travelling salesman of every 
business house. And we might have thanked him 
for compiling, but this is done incompetently and 
incorrectly. On page 82, Rochester is said to have 
a population of 62,424; 91 dry goods, 239 grocery, 
34 hardware, and 14 bookstores; whilst page 85 
indicates the same population as page 82 does, but 
the dry goods stores have decreased to 70, and the 
grocery, hardware, and bookstores have increased 
to 297, 51, and 22, respectively. Buffalo, page 82, 
pop. 114,247; dry goods, 64; groceries, 99; hard- 
ware, 28: on page 85, Buffalo’s pop. is 117,715; 
dry goods, 71; groceries, 124; and hardware, 38. 
Indianapolis, page 113, pop. 41,603 ; dry goods, 46 ; 
groceries, 89; hardware, 20; books, 7: on page 
115, Indianapolis, pop. is 35,565; dry goods, 49 ; 
groceries, 87; hardware, 20; and books, 10. These 
are but three cities out of fifteen in which we discov- 
ered similar blunders in our transient examination. 

About hotels: we find the St. Charles recom- 
mended as the best in Pittsburg, and no mention 
whatever of the Monongahela House. The Laclede 
as the best in St. Louis, and no mention of the 
Southern in that city. The Yarborough House(!), 
in Raleigh, and no mention of the new first-class 
hotel opened in that place two years ago; and the 
house in Columbus, Ga., recommended (the Perry), 
has been closed for two years. No recommendation 
is given for the Leland, in Springfield, Ill.
